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Roxbury Community College Wraps Up a Summer Filled with 
Educational and Cultural Programs 

During the summer, Roxbury Community College offered exceptional educational and cultural programming to a 
host of students ranging in age from middle school to college. It was a time of learning, personal growth, and creative 
exploration for the participants who were able to learn in a supportive and nurturing environment. Below are some 
examples of RCC summer programs: 

♦♦♦ Summer Academic Enrichment Program (SAEP) 

Thirteen Roxbury Community College students successfully completed the 2012 Summer Academic Enrichment 
Program at Northeastern University. The SAEP program, now in its 15th year, was developed to facilitate the success 
of RCC students planning to transfer to Northeastern University. The program was designed to provide enrichment 
in the areas of writing, critical thinking, and study skills during the summer following the completion of the first year 
of college level work at R.C.C. This tight knit cohort boasted a 100% retention rate, thanks to the effort of instructors 
Matthew Noonan (NEU), Everest Onuoha (RCC), and Director of the Program, Professor Rhonda Gray. 

Three (3) RCC SAEP participants who complete the Associates Degree at RCC and who qualify for admission to 
Northeastern University will be eligible for a V* tuition scholarship to support continued study towards the Bachelor's 
Degree, renewable for three consecutive years at Northeastern University. 

♦ Talent Search, Project GPS: Graduate, Perform, Succeed 

The Talent Search, Project GPS: Graduate, Perform, Succeed, concluded its four-week summer enrichment program 
for students entering high school next month. Fourteen students took Math, English, Language Arts, Physics, and 
Organization and Study Skills classes at the College. Students also enjoyed exciting field trips every Friday, including 
a whale watch and a visit to Six Flags, where they not only enjoyed the rides, but also received a mini workshop from 
a representative of the Park's Human Resources Department. 

♦♦♦ Upward Bound Summer Program 

The Upward Bound Summer Program enrolled 37 enthusiastic high school students in its College Preparatory 
program, which included courses in Math, Science, English, Financial Literacy, and Spanish. The students, who spent 
two of the four-week program on the campuses of MassArt and Wentworth, also visited museums and attended 
concerts. The program concluded with an Upward Bound Summer Celebration on August 8th at RCC's Media Arts 
Center. 
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♦♦♦ The Summer Arts Intensive Program 

The Summer Arts Intensive Program introduced students between the ages of 10 and 18 to theater, drumming, 
dance, and creative writing. The four-week program, which just concluded its 8th year, is in great demand, and 
includes students who have attended multiple years. This year, Boston Poet Laureate Sam Cornish gave a workshop on 
poetry writing. The program concluded on August 3rd with a student performance on RCC's Mainstage. An online 
reviewer, who attended the performance, wrote that ". . .it was very inspiring to see such a diverse and talented group 
of kids coming together to showcase their passion and talents."
